Saw the Rock Coming. 

The work train was headed west, the 
engine pushing six cars and a caboose. It 
was in charge of Conductor J. R. Gamble. 
Engineer Nazor and .Fireman W. H. 
Evans. As they were passing along the 
track under the high bluffs bordering the 
river 2 miles west of Little Maumelle, the 
crew saw a heavy rock rolling with awfu! 
velocity down the steep declivity, having 
been detached from the hillside by the 
rains. The train was going slowly, but 
Was almost sipon the rock when it struck 
the track. Engin2ser Nazor reversed his 
engine at orce, but it was so close upon 
the obstacle that the train struck it with 
almost full force. The caboose was at 
the head of the train, and was shivered 
into splinters. Most of the men who were 
killed and injured were in the caboose. 

There was a crew of fifty-four men, 
white end colored, and they were goiag 
to a point further up the road to clear a 
slight wreck. There were just back of 
the caboose three cars of sand. and 
many cf the men were buried underneath 
the heap of sand which was-thrown for- 
ward by the territic impact. Six men are 
known to have been killed outright. Three 
were left on the scene and three wore 
brought to Little Rock on the train that 
was dispatched to the scene as soon as 
the news could be sent to the city. Wif- 
teen injured were brought to Little Rock 
and are now at St. Vincent infirmary. 
One of the most ccsperately injured died 
on the way to the hospital trom the 
depot.

CANNOT TRUST FILIPINOS 


No Part of Archipelago Can Be 
_ Trusted to Natives. 


ADMISSION IS MADE 


Governor Says: Attachment. of Na- 
tives to the Americans Is 
. Very Slender. 


Washington February i trovernor 


Taft, of the Philippines, today continued 
his statement before the senate commit- 
teé on the Philippines concerning the 
conditions in that archipelago, with the 
intention of discussing the degree of 
tranquillity in ffie pacified provinces, 
which he said included all the provinces 
except Tayabas, Samar and Batangas. 

Senator Lodge asked as to the means 
used for maintaining the tranquillity. The 
reply involved a review of the légal sys- 
tem of the islands at present, as under 
the military government and also under 
the Spanish rule. Governor Taft said 
that in June of last year the commission 
had passed an act organizing a system of 
judiciary for the entire archipelago, @e- 
ating a supreme court of seven justices 
and creating fourteen districts. There is 
no provision for a jury, nor would a jury 
system be feasibre, because, said the 
witness, 9) per cent of the people are too 
ignorant to sit on a jury. 

Senator Culberson asked whether there 
is any part of the archipelago the con- 
trol of which could be trusted to native 
troops and the witness replied that he did 
not think it would be advisable. 

“T should not like to have the responsi- 
bility of recommending such a course,” 
he said. 

Senator Burrows: ‘‘Do you mean to say 
that the attachment of the -natives for 
America is so slender that it would not be 
safe to intrust the control of any seetion 
to native troops with native officers?’’ 

Governor Taft: ‘The presence of a na- 
tive regiment, under the .contro] of na- 
tive officers would, in my opinion, give 
rise to importunities to the commander to 
lead the tribes in Ladronism, or insurrec- 
tion, and wotld therefore be unwise.”’ 
‘“How would it be with native troops 
under American officers?”’ 

“Tf have not the slightest doubt that 
with Americam officers the native troops 
would be‘ entirely loyal.” 

Senator Culberson questioned the wit- 
ness as to the necessity of keeping as 
many as 30,000 American troops in the 
islands and the latter-replied that Cap- 
tain Allen estimates that with all the 
provinees pacified 15,000 Americafi troops 
would be sufficient. For himself he 
thought it would be desirable to continue 
smaH detachments of troeps at conve- 
nient points all over the islands for the 
purpose of preventing disorder and vio- 
lence and serving as a moral] restraint. 
Senator Lodge stated that the secretary 
of war had informed him’ that when 
the present general orderg’ are carried 
into effect there will be left in the is- 
lands 1,125 officers and 26,234 enlisted men. 

Speaking of the general condition of 
the pacified provinces’ Governor Taft

CLERKS FOR COMMITTEES

Clay’s Position Was Indorsed by Sen-

Washington, February 14.—(Special.)— 
The policy pursued by some of the repub- 
lican senators in adding extra em- 
ployees to the senate rolls got an air- 
ing today through a controversy started 
by Senator Clay. Several resolutions had 
been reported by a committee favoring 
the granting of additional messengers 
to certain of the senate committees. They 
were in usual form and no particular 
attention was paid to them until the 
Georgia senator entered. vfgorous protest 
ag@inst their adoption. 

In this connection he referred to others 
of a similar character which had been 
adopted on the recommendation of the 


committee having such matters in charge, 
showing that additional messengers had 
been granted to a number of committees 
which had not met in eight or ten years. 
He made it plain that he was not attack- 
ing the regular force of the senate, Dut 
argued that there could be no possible 
necessity for these extrm emoloyees, 
when each republican senator now has 
both a clerk and messenger. 

Senators Allison and Platt, of Connec- 
tieut, both strongly indorsed Senator 
Clay’s criticism of these increases, using 
even stronger language concerning them 
than he had. For an hour or more the 
matter was debated, the result being that 
the resolutions which were the subject 
of attack were sent back fo the commit- 
tee reporting them. It is safe to say 
there will be no more of these efforts 
to railroad through increases of the force 
in the near future. 

The bill creating a permanent census 
office was under consideration for a time, 
but was not disposed of.

TO REORGANIZE ARMY STAFF. 


War Department’s Bill Sent to Chair- 
man Hull. 

Washington, February 14.—The war 
department's bill for the reorganizing 
of the army staff branches and the cre- 
ation of a general staff corps was trans- 
mitted today to Chairman Hull, of the 
house military committee and by him 
introduced. It consolidates the quarter- 
master’s subsistence and pay depart- 
ments into a division of supplies under 
an officer rank@pe as major general 
with brigadier gen¢rals in charge of the 
branches of supplies, commissary, 
finance and transportation. The ‘general 
staff corps’’ is to consider the military 
policy of the country and prepare com- 
prehensive plans for the nationaj de- 
fense and for the mobilization of the 
military forces in time of war. 

It also has charge of all questions 
affecting the cooperation of the army 
and the navy, armament, equipment, etc. 

A lieutenant general is at the head of 
this board with one major general, one 
brigadier general, four colonels and nu- 
merous officers of lower rank. 

There is a provision that General 
Miles shaW be chief of,the general staff 
while he continues in active’ seryice. 
Provision is made for the gradual ab- 
sorption of the tnepector general's 
branch by the general staff corps, and 
its ultimate dicontinuance. Provision is 
made for the promotion of .non-commis- 
sioned officers to the grade ef second 
lieutenant by a system of exgmffiattons.

DEAL PLANNED BY WHITNEY

New York, February 14.—A plan for the 
union of the larger traction Interests of 
New York under the ownership or man- 
agement of a securities company 
partly disclosed by the submissian to the 
shareholders of the Metropolitan Street 
Railway of a proposition for the leasing 
of their line. 

There has come into being the Metro- 
politan Securities Company, capitalized 
at $30,000,000, which has secured control 
of the Inter-Urban Street Railway Com- 
pany, with a capital of $20,000,000, and the 
lease which the Metropolitan stockholders 
were today asked to ratify was for legal 
reasons made to the Inter-Urban com- 
pany.

IT’S EVEN SAID.RUSSIA 
WAS PARTY TO TREATY 


Officials at St. Petersburg Say They 
Are Happy That England and 
Japan Have Adopted the 
Views of Russia. 


St. Petersburg, February 14.—The Rus- 
sian official view of the Anglo-Japanese 
treaty was communicated to the cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press today 
as follows: : 

“We accept the news of the entente 
with the most complete equanimity and 
are very happy to ascertain that %% 
gland and Japan are pledged to main- 
tain the integrity of China and the in- 
dependence pf Korea, two _ principles 
which Russia was first to establish as the 
basis for her foreign policy in the Ori- 
ent. Russia would willingly have sub- 
scribed to the agreements in the pre- 
anfdre. The English-Japaaese say their 
convention has only essentially pacific 
aims. This makes it all the more as- 
tonishing when they speak of War and 
coalitions. What power they have in 
view we cannot say. But, in any case, 
if peaceis menacedinthe extreme Orl- 
ent, Russia, for her part, will not .fail 
to take all the measures necessary to 
safeguard her interests. We have given 
America positive assurances that Russia 
will do nothing svhich will disturb the 
interests of America in China. Fur- 
thermore,‘ we have received satisfactory 
assurance that America is not taking 
any steps against us in China.”

Liverpool, February 14.—Lord Rosebery 
received a tremendous ovation at .the 
great liberal demionstration here this 
evening. His speech wag attentively re- 
celved and heardlvy @pplauded. 

Lord Rosebery .said>that the greatest 
change in heart afi@ hea@ undergone 
during his five vears’ absence from pub- 
lic life was in regard to the Irish prob- 
lem. Mr. Gladstene’s bills were dead and 
buried. though that statement cast no 
reflection on the great statesman who 
originated them. The Trish party had 
now indignantly repudiated any con- 
nection’ with the liberal party and he 
believed they had acted wisely. It was 
both to their interests and those of the 
liberal party. The Irish leaders had 
played their full hand. They had de- 
manded an indepenedent parliament in 
Dublin and thereupon he had eried 
“halt... This remark was greeted with 
applause. Continuing Lord Rosebery 
said: 

“TIT am not prepared at any time or 
under any circumstances to grant them 
an independent parliament. No sane 
person would ever’ consent to handing 
over the destinies ef Ireland, situated in 
the very heart of the empire, to a par- 
liament controlled by those who have 
expressed the earnest wish that we 
might be overthrown in battle. The 
Irish question is too large for any one 
party. It will need the energy and pa- 
triotism of both paftfes to deal with.” 

Regarding the war Lord Rosebery said 
he thought the reply of Lord Lansdowne, 
the undersecretary for foreign affairs, 
to Dr. Kuyper was fitting and dignified 
and he thought the government had act- 
ed wrongly in declining to reckon thie 
Boer delegates in Europe and allow 
them to send a deputation to South Af- 
rica. 

The speaker appealed for an immediate 
and searching inguiry into the remount

V ei. 

In conclusion he begged that his hear- 
ers would not be too ready to allow 
their hands to be tied by the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance. 


QUARREL OVER THE TARIFF. 


Chairman of the Reichstag’s Customs 
Committee Has Resigned. 
Berlin, February 14.—The differences of 
opinion which have occurred in the cus- 
toms committee of.the reichstag culmi- 
nated this morning, after several dis- 
turbing incidents, in an open split and in 
the resignation of the chairman, Baron 
Von Kardorff, one of the Agrarian 
leaders. : ‘ 
Although the Count Von Posadowsky- 
Wehner, the imperial secretary of state, 
aqeclared the government could not ac- 
cept the suggestion, the committee, by a 
large majority, adopted a motion to the 
effect that the tariff bill should become 

effective January 1, 1905, at the latest. 

This was followed by several liberal 
motions, which Baron Von Kardorff re- 
fused to entertain.

LOOKING LIKE WATER RAT ' 
AERONAUT WAS RESCUED 


Scores of Yachts in the Bay When 
the Accident Occurred—Santos 
Dumont Says That He Is 
Not Discouraged. 


Monaco, February 14.—Santes Dumont, 
the aeronaut. met with a disaster here 
today and had a narrow escape from 
death. His atrship is a tattered wreck, 
Vhile tonight his motor lies at the bottom 
of the bay of Monaco. 

A big crowd assembied at the entrance 
of the Aerodrome, and as the large doors 
of the building rolled back the airship 
emerged. A number of steam vachts and 
launches, including the prince of Monaco 4 
yacht, Princess Alice, and a launch be- 
longing to Eugene Higgins, with parties 
on board, were cruising about the bay 
with the intenton of following the bal- 
loon. Cheers greeted Santos Dumont as 
his airship rcse ard its head pointed for 
the middle of the bay. It was soon no- 
ticed, however, that instead of maintain- 
ing its usual equilibrium, the balloon rose 
and pitched in a way that created con- 
siderable anxiety among the spectators. 

Situation of Great Danger. 


The aeroneut, however, kept on his 
flight, and pointing his ship to the left, 
continued to ascend until the long guide 
rope was quite 20 feet out of the water. 
In tuscning the balloon the guide rope 
caught in the screw, and this, with the 
erratic working of the airship, created a 
situation of great danger. At the same 
time a squall! burst from Tete de Chien, 
and Santos Dumont tilted the head of 
his balloon upward in order to disengage 
the guide rope. But in so doing the bal- 
last shifted and the oil used to run the 
motor began to spread. Fearing an ex- 
plosion, the inventor pulled the emergency 
cord. This ripped the envelope of tha 
balloon, which at once began rapidly to 
descend, 

Santos Dumont did not lose his head. 
He could easily be seen from the shore 
watching the various parts of the airship. 
At this time the balloon’ had _ slightly 
righted ftself, and the lower part having 
become empty, the airship dropped slant- 
ingly toward the pigeon shooting ground 
which borders the bay. In front of these 
grounds there lifes a reef of sharp rocks, 
and the excitemert on Shore became in- 
tense, as apprehensions arose that Santos 
Dumont would drift on these rocks and 
be dashed to picces. 

In the meanwhile the steam launches 
in the bay were making toward the spot 
where it was suppcsed the ballcon would 
fall.

BMORY'S DEBATE 
WILL BE EXCITING 


Fraternity and Non-Fraternity Men To 
Discuss Societies. 


BOYS MAY SLUG EACH OTHER 


Recent Trouble at Mercer May Be 
Repeated at Emory—Few Soci- 
ety Tries To Have the 
Subject of Discussion 
Changed. 


Emory College, Oxford, Ga., February 
l4:—(Special.)—Next Monday will prob- 
ably see one of the most exciting debates 
in the history of the Few Literary So- 
ciety. The trouble between the fraternity 
and non-fraternity men, which occurred 
recertly at Mercer, stands a probability 
of being repeated here. It is feared that 
biows will result from the discussion 
which will take place next Monday. The 
subjert is, 

“Resolved, That the influence of fra- 
ternities on college life is beneficial.’ 

The committee whose duty it is to se- 
lect the subjects for debate give no rea- 
son for choosing this subject, which is 
most likely to produce a clash in the two 
factions of the college. 

A special meeting of the society was 
cailec this morning to see if it were not 
possible to have the subject changed by 
next Monday. Mr. Blackshear, the presi- 
dent of the society, is a fraternity man 
and he refuses to preside over the debate, 
as he says that he knows he would we 
compelled to be partia] as a presiding 
Officer and in his speech this morning ex- 
plaining his position he advised strcengly 
against allowing the debate to come oft. 

The position of the fraternity men is 
this: They believe that no question can 
be debated fairly and intelligently unless 
the debator has a thorough knowledge of 
both sides of the matter. In this case on 
account of the peculiar character of the 
secret organizations known as fraterni- 
ties it is absolutely impossible for a man 
to know anything about them unless he is 
a member. Furthermore, they contend 
that it will do the members of the so- 
ciety no good whatsoever and will only 
tend to stir up animosity and augment a 
feeling which approaches unto the bitter, 
as each side will have its opinion of the 
matter the more firmly set after the de- 
bate. 

On the other hand, the non-fraternity 
men claim that they do know the effects 
of fraternities cn college life, even though 
they do not know the internal. workings, 
as they say they have had ample oppor- 
tunity to observe it. They claim thai 
there is no necessity for hard feelings be- 
ing engendered because the debate will 
be conducted on a high plane and will 
be simply diseussed for the purpose of 
gaining information. 

The danger is that the bitterness of the 
factions will prevent there being any 
such cool and disinterested discussion of 
the subject. It is feared that in the heat 
of the discussion something will be said 
that will bring on a conflict. 

Although the first attempt to change the 
subject was a failure, the ccoler heads 
ir.tend to make another effort, as they are 
convinced that the welfare of the society 
The matter has not as yet 
been interfered. with by the faculty, but it 
is likely that they will be compelled to 
take a hand in it before it is over.

Captain Blatchford, of the bark Charlies

Jation, and the politicians of the state 
hive been wary and watchful, playing 
with each other for position. It has 
geamned that the opposition were going to 
force the issue on the question of a gen- 
eral white primary, but it is pointed that 
no committee can order a primary unless 
authorized to do so by the convention 
which created it. Quite unexpectedly a 
gituation has developea tn Madison coun- 
ty which may grow into a state issue 
and which involves all sorts of possi..ii- 
ties of trouble. 

Some weeks ago the Madison committee 
ordered a primary election for April 5, 
to nominate candidates for senator, three 
representatives and membeéts of the com- 
missioners’ court. Heretofore the coun- 
thes. have done as they pleased about 
these local nominations, and only within 
@ week. have men who are interested in 
politics waked up to the fact that a great 
big issue is involved right here at the 
etart. It it not known in Montgomery 
whether any opposition exists to the early 
primary in either faction of the party in 
that county,. or which faction would 
profit by it. The question presented is, 
does it involve a violatfon of the consti- 
tution? If eo. then the defeated candi- 
dates may not accept results and the 
Yhuch threatened split might begin then 
and there. In any event, it would become 
@n issue in. the canvass in the state at 
farge. 

What the Constitution Says. 

The sections of the new constitution in- 
volved in the controversy are as follows: 

“Section 183. No person shall be quali- 
fied to vote or participate in pri- 
qmary élection, pe'*‘y convention, mass 
meeting or other ethod of party ac- 
tion of! any poli party or fact.on, 
who shall not po the qualifications 
prescribed in this article for an elector, 
or who ehall be disqualified from voting 
wnder the provisions of this article. 

“Section 184. No person, not registered 
and qualified as an elector under the pro- 
visions of this article shall vote at the 
general election in 1902, or at any subse- 
quent state, county or municipal election, 
general, local or special; but the provi-

* @ions of this article shall not apply to any 


election held Mrior to the general election 
fn the year 1902.’’ 

‘ Two grounds are pit forward on behalf 
of the Madison committee in justification 
of their action in ordering a primary at 
this t!me. It is claimed that under sec- 
tion 184 the provisions of section 18 do 
mot apply to this primary because it is 
to be held prior to the general election 
of November next. It is further claimed 
that the constitution provides no penalty 
and hence if the primary should be in vio- 
Jatfon of its terins there is no way to 
evoid it or to nullify its results. 

While the latter is purely a matter of 
good morals or good faith, the former is 
one of construction.

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NOBLE ON THE CANAL ROUTES. 


Engineer Tells ;Senate Committee 
Why He Favors Panama. 

Washington, February 14.—Alfred No- 
ble. civil engineer and a member of the 
isthmian canal commission, was before 
the senate committee on interoceantic 
canals today Mr. Noble said that it 
would be necessary to have absolute con- 
trol of the cities of Panama and Colon, 
in order to control sanitation. He thought 
the conditions were favorable for yellow 
during most of the vear on tne 
isthmus, thought he was not a sanitary 
engineer. There was no yellow fever in 
Nicaragua as far as he Knew. 

Mr. Noble said the technical engineer- 
ing feature of the Rohio dam of the 
Panama route were more difficult tnan 
those of the Concnido dam in the Nica- 
ragua route. As to harbors he thought 
both routes about equal. 

Senator Foster, of Louisiana, asked if 
the construction of the Panama route 
did not depend upon the safe construc- 
tfon and permanency of the Bohio dam. 
Mr. Noble replied in the affirmative. He 
nad no doubt about the possibility of con- 
structing the Bohio dam. He considered 
the price of $40,000,000 asked by the Pan- 
ama company for its property as fair and 
reasonable.

Policy of the Administration Is Out- 
lined by Payne. 
Washington, February 14.—An official 
statement of the new policy that will 
hereafter govern appointments of fourth- 
class postmasters was made today by 

Postmaster General Payne, who said: 


“The policy of the administration is not 
to make removals of fourth- 
class postmasters without cause. 
The remova! of officer is a 
proeg@vosition entirely different from 
the naming of a successor at the expira- 
tion of a postmaster’s commission. It Is, 
therefore, desired that removals be not 
made except for some good reason, which 
affects the service, or at the request of a 
senator or representative indorsing the 
petition for such a change made by pa- 
trons of the office in question. 

“In some sections of the country, no- 
souta, not represenmted by re- 
publican representatives in congress, 
these demands for changes in four@- 
class p@s;toffices are made not for the 
good of the service or for any proper pur- 
pose, but to subserve the interests of 
rival facfions. The administration does 
not believe that the offices of the govern- 
ment should be used te subdserve the in- 
tereata of any petty faction in states 
where there is hardly a semblance of or- 
ganizaffon in the party. To prevent this 
abuse, tt is necessary to discourage these 
arbitrary removals. No order on this sub- 
ject, however, has ~een issued.”

It is both hopeful and helpful to find 
evidences in the north that the old 
judgments and epithets of the civil 
war cra against things southern are 
being abandoned and that a spirit of 
justice is taking their place.

Jump over to Boston. There the 
debt six years ago was $35,000.000; 
now it is $56,000,000! In 1896 the debt 
of Cleveland was $6,400,000; now it is 
$9,300,000. Kansas City owed then 
$900,000, and now $4,500,000—that is 
500 per cent increase! Detroit then 
owed $2,100,000 and now $4,700,000. 
Louisville then had a debt of $3,890,- 
000. while now it is $8,300,000. Hart- 
ford, in the same period, jumped from 
$930,000 to $3,000,000, and Jersey City 
from $4,600,000 to $16,300,000. We 
might name fifty other cities that 
show the same enormous increases of 
their public debts within the same 
space of time. 

And now people are beginning to 
consider these appalling figures and 
to think twice before moving into 
cities where’ they must go about the 
paying of the interest and principal of 
itiese’ vast obligations. People in the 
cities, who have small properties and 
businesses, are beginning to feel the 
pressure of taxation so sensibly that 
tney are considering the question of 
taking the back track to the country 
districts. So that we begin to see that

Shall the Chinese Enter? 

Editor Conatitution: I desire to submit cer- 
tain reasons as have occurred to me concern- 
ing the Chinese exclusion, lew, particulafly 
concerning the proposed legislation relating to 
Chinese matters. 

It is only lately that our people, generally, 
have begun to show an interest in, our treat- 
ment of the Chinese in our midst. 
sentatives in congress, except those directly 
concerned, appear to realize the results which 
have flowed from the enacting. of the Geary 
law, and the amendments thereto. Surely if 
thev did so realize the situation they would 
not be in favor of having new acts of congress, 
Stringent in their natute, passed, which every 
Chinaman of intelligence, both at. home and 
abroad, would regard as hostile to the Chi- 
nese. 

In 1894 the present treaty with China was 
‘completed, our own people taking the lead 
and guiding the work. The Chinese adminis- 
tration was very reluctant to assent to it and 
oniy did with the understanding that it 
should apply to certain laborers. viz: those 
who were ordinarily called ‘‘eoolies,”’ that is, 
those who were brought to this country by 
moneyed men and worked in gangs. 

On examination we see that the original act 
of congress for exclusion and every subse- 
quent amendment go far beyond the intent of 
the treaty as\it was understood, and betray 
a marked hostility against the Chinese people. 

The writer is unwilling to denounce an act 
of congress. It is the law and must be exe- 
cuted, but when a law proves injurious not 


only to the people against whom it is con- 
ceived, but aleo to every valid interest of the 
country, the execution of that law will be 
its speedy condemnation. This act touching 
the Chinese is unlike any other on the statute 
book. It is special legislation. It clearly dis- 
criminates against a class of working men; 
it really casts out or ignores or overrides the 
testimony 6f the Chinese. demanding the tes- 
timony of other men whenever the Chinese 
need evidence in their behalf; it causes im- 
priscnment for no offense whatever, insisting 
upon sizing and holding industrious workers 
simply on suspicion, and more wonderful still, 
it demands thwi they shall prove themeelves 
innocent of a suspected offense—an offense 
Created by the law itself: it detains them in 
prison for months, or demands a bail that the 
suspected can seldom furnish. There jis a sin- 
gular cowardice in these exactions, because no 
citizens of the United States would attempt to 
secure a hostile law aimed ainst Russia or 
Austria or France or asient 

It seems plain to a man of ordinary judg- 
ment that our laws touching all other nations 
to be effective and to secure reciprocity and 
friendship, must be uniform in«their character 
and application. Hundreds of years ago Spain 
by Jaw and by the brutal execution of such 
law, drove out the Jews from her borders. 
Teday there is no literature, historic or legal. 
on the globe whfeh does not condemn 
cruelty of the measure and the brutality of 
its execution. Shall] we then, now that our 
eyes are open, continue proceedings which are 
indeed worse toward a people thoroughly in- 
nocent of any offense, political or otherwise, 
except that they have done their work with 
assiduity, with ability, and with diligence 
wherever they have been employed and trust- 
ed? We all remember the cruel crusade 
the Chinese who were quietly working 
as laundrymen, as servants and workmen in 
Various employments, and also the dreadful 
murders which were perpetrated by alled 
citizens of our country at Rock Springs. Wyo., 
them. The hostility at the time was 
remarkable, and I believe our people gen- 
erally had no sympathy with the criminals, 
who themselves were foyeigners of another 
type. Surely, we remember also how hard it 
was for the United States as a nation to close 
eut these incidents. Indeed it is no rellef for 
"1s to punish innocent people, that ts, the vic- 
tims of crueity. bv hostile action on the part 
of the United States. 

There is und¢ubtedly a fear on 
labor leaders that there will be very soon an 
overpreduction, and that we have now more 
men than we can é¢mploy on living wages, and 
further, that the incoming of foreigners from 
all quarters will soon reduce the wages of our 
worsing men. This fear f so strong that many 
of our statesmen. are considering the subject 
of changing cur whole immigration system. I 
-@iieve the fear is groundless. If the time haa 
@ ready come when thie nation must cease to 
in ld to the doctrine that ‘‘all men are born 
free and eaual,”" and must cease to be, as it 
bas heen claimed to be hitherto, the asylum 
of the oppressed cf other nations. then a re- 
striction of immigration beyond what we now 
have on our statute books is demanded. But 
let us remember that we have vast domains 
uncecupled and Vast resources undeveloped. I 
cannot believe that -such a time has come. 
The very enlargement of our domain enlarges 
our needs. The new mines of gold, of copper, 
zd silver. of tron, have called to them new 

workers and an Increased abundance of sup- 
hen Every advancement in the line of civil- 
ization including labor saving maehinery has 
brought in mcre needs, more luxuries and has 
brepared adequately for more consumers. Yet 
if our mest considerate and conservative 
Siaiesmen think that the hour has struck for 
cutting off al) forelgners from participating 
in our citizenship and its privileges, let it be 
dene by treaties carefully drawn with impar- 
tiality, and with laws which are essential to 
a proper execution of the treaties. 

In the last six months it is evident that we 
have not gained largely in our Chinese trade, 
not only on account of the disturbed condition 
ef things in China, due to the great war. but 
also on account of an unfriendliness on the 
part of our people as shown in our own lawe 
and in cur execution of them toward the Chi- 
namen of every class who are now in our 
inidst,-and toward large numbers who ougft 
ty have the right, according to the terms of 
the law itself, to enter this country. Our 
relations with China have been most friendly 
in a weneral way, so far as the attitude of our 
administration is concerned. Surely now, for 
every concéivable reason, that friendliness 
ehould be continued. lt is plain enough that 
if cur legislators so fear a reduction of votes 
as to pass exclusJon laws of the severest kind, 
and to put up something worse than a Chinese 
wall around our gepubdlic, then indeed the 
large e¢astern trade, which the commercial 
will be lost. If we treat 
Anson Burlingame taught us to do, 
‘“‘after the manner of the most favored na- 
tlon,’’ then will China be constrained to treat 
like manntr. Her immense population 
gradually taking on thé appliances of civiliza- 
tion will give us an ever‘increasing market 
which other nations cannot rival because we 
are so near. Should there be no kindly feeling, 
no reciprocity between the United States and 
(hina, there will be but little trade and our 
own home workers, especially those. among 
the manufacturers, must suffer the loss. 

A Chinaman of Portland, Oreg., who had 
been with us more than twenty years and had 
paid many dollars into the treasury of the 
United States, and had done his duty admir- 
ably according to the teatimony of his: nheigh- 
vers, asked mé why he could not be allowed 
the privilemwes of a citizen. He declared that 
hundreds eof worthless men of other nations. 
after a short residence in our land, had been 
so favored, but that he, without any apparent 
feasuh, was discriminated against. 

What the friends of justice are everywhere 
asking is the legislation and the treatment that

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TO JOIN THE UNITED STATES 
AND PHILIPPINES BY A CABLE - 
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Various Propositions Are Before the Houses of 
Congress, but Only Two Stand Any Chance of 
Being Accepted.

Washington, February 14.—(Special.)— 
Much interest is manifested in congress 
'n the various. propositions pending »e- 
fcre the two houses for the construction 
of a cable across the Pacific. Of these 
prepositions there are but two which 
stand any chance af being accepted. One 
is that which has been made by the 
Pacific Commertial Company. under 
which they propose to lay a private cable 
first to Honolulu and from there to the 
Philippines. The second ts for the con- 
Sfrucfion of a similar cable by the United 
States government. 

The house committee On commerce, 
which has this matter in hand, has by a 
vote of 8 to 7 decided in fav®r of the con- 
struction of a cable by the United States 
government. The bill providing for its 
construction was introduced by Mr. Cor- 
liss, of Michigan, and is simple in its pro- 
visions, directing the work to be done 
by the navy department and providing 
that the total appropriation for the work 
shall not be in excess of ten million dol- 
lars.

The Arguments for and. Against. 
In the pe essa inside the committee 
rooms the men who favored the con- 
struction of a cable by the government 
contended that certain assurances. given 
by the Pacific Cable Company might not 
be earried out.

AT] that the company asks the 
government is that the government itself 
does not enter into competition with it 
by the laying of a government cable. 

The Counter Claims. 

On its face this would seem to be a 
proposition calculated to have the support 
of everybody who favors a Pacific cable 
There has, however, been strong opposi- 
tion. It is claimed that this cable would 
be simply an adjunct to the Eastern Ex- 
tensfon -— Company, ah English cor- 
poration, artd that while the American 
heompany talked of giving the government 
the right to step in and take control of 
its cable in time of war, there was noth- 
ing in the company’s proposition which 
would prevent its making landings upon 
territory controlled by governments other 
than the United States, and if they were 
so made. the company’s guarantee would 
be of no value in the event of war with 
such government. 

Officers of the navy and General Gree- 
head of the signal service of the 
army, in their testimony before the com- 
mittees of the senate and house, strongly 
advocated the construction of a cable by 
the United States government. Their ar- 
gument, in a nutshell, is that navai and 
military necessities of the country de- 
manded that the government should con- 
trol and operate any cable across the 
Pacific landing on American soil.

He acknowledged that a private com- 
a cable eheaper than 
the government could, but thought that 
the peculiar conditions in the Pacific 
would warrant the necessary outlay for 
first cost and operations. His idea was 
a direct line by way of Honolulu, Midway 
islands and Guam to the Philippines, with 
branches from there to China and from 
Guam to Yokohama. He argued that a 
government cable would probably be bet- 
ter for the commercial int:fests because 
of the likelihood that rates by such cafpile 
would be less than by a private cable. 
Speaking of the military advantage of a 
gcyernment cable. he compared Hawaii 
in the Pacific with Bermuda in the At- 
lantic as the center of naval activity. 

With regard to the commercial com- 
pany’s agreement to sell to the govern- 
ment at any time thé government may 
desire, Admiral Bradford expressed the 
opinion that such purchase might not be 
good business, because no American com- 
pany has had experience in making long 
cables and he doubted that the guarantee 
of a responsible American manufacturer 
would be of much value in view of the 
lack of experience. Admiral Bradford 
took strong stand against the purchase 
of American cables, on the ground that 
because of long experience in manufac- 
ture, the British manufacturers, whe

No Subsidy Now Asked. 

When the matter was being considered 
in the last congress, the government cable 
bill was opposed by a bill carrying a sub- 
skiy of $300,000 a year for twenty years 
to induce a private company to build the 
cable. Then the subsidy bill had the ma- 
jority report and the government cable 
bill was advocated by the minority. And 
the government bill undoubtedly got a 
large part of its support from the popu- 
lar prejudice against subsidies. 

Since that time, the theory of a private 
cable has been immensé?y strengthéned 
by the fact that the Commercial Cable 
Company—sometimes known as the Mac- 
kay-Bennett Cable Company—has formed 
an all American corporation knawn a8 the 
Commercial Pacitic Cable Company, for 
the express purpose of building this Pa- 
cific cable. This company has contract- 
ed for the building and laying of the 
cable and has spent half a’ million dollars 
in initial preparations. They have ac- 
cepted existing laws providing for tele- 
graphs and cables and are proceeding 
with their work as rapidly as possible. 
They ask no subsidy and no favors what- 
ever from the government, except that 
fhe government itself does not compete 
with it.

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A Resource in Increasing Value in 
the South. 
(From Federal Hydrographic Department) 

A recent report of progress in the steam 
measurements in the scuth, conducted by 
the hydrographers of the United States 
geolegical survey, aga'n emphasizes the 
increasing value of the runnine streams 
in that region for water power. 

As power producers most of these 
streams have two important advantagés— 
rortions of their courses are steep, and 
their powers are situated where théy can 
be easily developed and used. Most of 
the rivers of Georgia, Alabama and Ten- 
nessee have thetr rise in the Allegheny 
mountain region at elevations of from 
2000 to 3,000 fect above vea level, and from 
constant streams, with rapid fall, pro@uc- 
ing a large amount of power that can 
easily be devéloped. 

In Georgia and Alabama these powers 
oceur in the heart of the cotton belt; and 
in many instances near prosperous towne 
and cities. Since 18% the United States 
geological survey has been making a 
special study of these streams, and hag 
at present forty-five regular stations o« 
the rivers in Georgia, Alabama, Florida. 
Tennessee ond Mississippi. The work is 
under the charge of B. M. Hall, whose 
headquarters are at Atlanta, Ga. The in- 


vestigations consist of measurements of: 


discharge, or stream flow, especially: to 
establish the medium and low water fléw 
of streams having sufficient fall for ‘the 
development of large water powers, ich 
is information particularly needed. The 
results of these measurements are pub- 
lishéd fror time to time by the geological 
survey, and have furnished engineers and 
manufacturers a safe basis. for water 
power egtimates; they hav@ thus been ttre 
means of considerable development. 

Some of the powers which are to he 
utilized will be applied to eleciric trane- 
mission for city light and power, while 
othets will run cotton factories and grist 
mills direct. In the, gold belt of Georgia 
and ‘Alabama they are to be used for 
runMing stamp mills and other mining 
machinery.

Charter Revision Committee 
Hears from Women 
Suffrasisls

PROMINENT MEMBERS 
DISCUSS THE QUESTION 


Committee Hears Views of the Men - 
bers on the Proposal To Extend 
City Limits — Resolution 
@o Limit Height of 


Buildings. 


The charter revision” committee, at its 
meeting held in the chamber of com- 
merce yesterday, was forcibly apprised 
of the fact that it has a very important 
question to consider, which it had not 
previously reckoned with. The question 
is that of female suffrage. 

Judge George Hillyer, who is chaif- 
man of the committee, yesterday stated 
that he had received a letter from Mrs. 
Alice Daniels and Miss Emma Lou Gar- 
rett, of the Atlanta Equal Suffrage As- 
sociation, who showed that the women 
of Atlanta had paid 70 per cent of the 
city’s taxes in 1895; yet the women had 
in the selection of the city’s 
while a man, black or white, 
to pay the pol] tax to entitle

him to vote. 

Tlfe letter, which was read at the 
committee ymeeting, is as follows: 

Judge George Hillyer, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on the Revision of the Charter of the 
(ity of Atlanta.—Str: The Atlanta Equal Suf- 
frage Association, after due consideration of 
the proposed revision of the city charter, re- 
spectfully begs to call the attention of your 
committee to certain facts: 

In 1895 the women of Atlanta paid 70 per 
cent of the city’s taxes. This was ascertained 
by a committee of the Atlanta Equal Suffrage 
Association who made a personal examination 
of the tax records of every ward. 

This majority of the ¢ity’s property was rep- 
resented by no votes whatsoever in the election 
of the assessors who fixed the rate at which 
these women should pay. On the other hand, 
any man, black or white, who was 2| years 
old and had paid merely his poll tax, could 
vote not only for those who fixed the tax rate, 
but also fer all other municipal officers who 
controlled the city’s expenditure. Knowing 
that your committee Nas been orcunized to 
meet the wants of a progressive city and to 
secure justice to all the city’s interests, we 
ask you to give your earnest considération to 
this matter, which we consider a palpable in- 
justice. 

“Moreover, there are in the city of Atlante 
over 11,000 little children, both beys and girls, 
whose education is entirely supervised by a 
board composed only of men. We be.eve that 
women are peculiarly adepted to understand | 
the training of a child's mind and its physi- 
cal limitation, and we Ndld that this has been 
demonstrated by our own board of lady visi- 
tors, who have emphasized the need of im- 
provement throughout our schools, not only 
in scholastic methods, but also in sanitary 
conditions. It would seem, therefore, that 
education, and this position has already been 
taken by several] influential members of the 
present board. Amd in this connection we be- 
lieve further that a body which has such ab- 
solute control of the eity’s educational affairs 
and which controls so large an amount of: the 
city’s money, should be elected direetJ{y b¥¥ ghe 
citizens, both men and women. 

In the light of these and other facts which 
show the need of women in the city govern- 
ment, we respectfully petition your committee 
to recommend such_ revision of the city’s char- 
ter as shall enable‘ women to vote on all mu- 
nictpal affairs.

The Question Discussed. 


Councilman John C. Reed, said, re- 
ferring to the letter: “‘In London, Eng- 
land, the board of education is elected 
by the people, men and women. The 
women not only vote,.but can be elected 
to the board. The election is conducted 
on a minority representation basis, and 
I believe the results are very satisfac- 
tory.”’ 

In regard to the women suffrage ques- 
tion, Captain J. W. English said: ‘The 
population of London and the population 
of Atlanta are somewhat § different. 
(Laughter.) While a thing may operate 
very successfully in London, it would 
not do in Atlanta. The question of fe- 
male suffrage would stir up no end of 
trouble, particularly in the race quea- 
tion, of white and negro women voting. 
| hope that you will wait until I am 
gone before thie subject is agitated.’’ 
(Laughter.) 

The letter was referred to the suffrage 
committee. | 

Only seventeen of the forty-nine mem- 
bers of the committee were present at 
vesterday’s meeting, and as there was 
not a quorum on hand, it was decided 
to only discuss the questions brought 
to the attention of the committee, with- 
out taking any definite action. 

The following resolution from the com- 
mittee on the extension of the city 
limits an@ the rearrangement of ward 
lines was read: 

Mr. Chairman: The committee having under 
consideration the extension of city jimits and 
rearrangement of ward lines, begs leave to re- 
port as follows: 

After due consideration of the proposed ex- 
tension of the city limits to include Bellwood, 
Pittwburg, Reynoldstown, Copenhill, the Peach- 
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They are here in all the 
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makers. 
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tree district, between Piedmont perk to West 
Peachtree and the territory northwest of the 
city between State street and the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, we fqund that it would 
cost more than §100,000 the first year to pro- 
vide ‘tuition, sanitation, fire protection, electric 
lights, and the service which would devolve 
upon the city in the event of extension, and 
that prebable revenpe. as estimated by the 
city assessors, would be $27,900. 

It was found that thie would be true with 
each of the suburbs mentioned, ‘ except the 
Peachtree district, which would be more than 
self-sustaining. 

Owing to the opposition of property owners 
in that-section, and the burden of administra- 
tion In others, the committee decided unani- 
mously against the extension of the jimits. 

In doing so we adopted with equal unanimity 
a resolution to the effect that as tax payer 
within the city pay;sfor all public services, no 
municipal service should be extended beyond 
the corporate line. 

' The cemmittee also coneidered several plans 
for the rearrangement of ward lines, and unan-

“English Favors Extension. 

Captain English addressed the com- 
mittee on the question of extending the 
city limits. He said that in his opinion 
it would be advisable to extend the 
limits of Atlanta beyond the circular 
limits, and that he wag inclined to the 
opinion that the subcommittee had 
overestimated the cost to the city of 
the annexed districts. 

E. C. Peters, in speaking of the mat- 
ter, said: “I am very much in favor of 
doing away with this eircle which con- 
fines the city limits. Why should the 
people who live just beyond the city 
limits get all the benefits of citizens 
when they are not taxed? Another 
thing, this imaginary circular line runs 
through houses, and in some cases it 
depends on which room a man sleeps in 
whether or not he is qualified to vote, 
or if he is liable to taxation. Those 
people just beyord the city limits get 
electric lights, fire and police protection 
and so forth, yet they do not contribute 
to the expense of maintaining these de- 
partments’ : 

J. R.. Smith, who ‘is on the subcom- 
miftee for the rearrangement of ward 
lines and extending, the city limits, said 
that when he was first appointed to the 
committee he was heartily in favor of 
annexing the outlying districts. He 
stated, however, that since he had in- 
vestigated the matter he was opposed 
to extending the city limits. 

Edmund W. Martin said that whether 
the outlying districts were annexed or 
not he was in favor of taxing the people 
who received the benefits of the city 
departments. He said that he believed 
that all fair-minded people would be 
willing to pay their pro raga for fire and 
police protection and electric ights, and 
all the other privileges the receive. 
Mr. Martin stated that he wi opposed 
to the committee taking an definite 
action on the report of the s4 tommit- 
tee on the extension of the ci limits 
and the rearrangement of wa lines 
until a meeting of Me full cha er re- 
vision committee could be held. 

John C. Reed stated that he is in 
favor of annexing the sections ad,acent 
to the city, which are built up, and 
would be practically self-supporting. 
Mr. Reed said that he was also in favor 
of the rearrangement of ward lines, and 
that he believed twelve wards for At- 
lanta would not be too many. 

The question of adding to the number 
of wards in the city was discussed at 
length, and a majority of the members 
of the committee present advocated in- 
creasing the number of wards. 

Frank P. Rice advocated twelve wards, 
and said the present system of election 
precincts was entirely inadequate to the 
needs of the city. Mr. Rice cited in- 
stances of where the election precincts 
in some of the wards were so far away 
from a large number of voters that 
nothing Mike the full vote was polled. 
In reply to this, Mr. Peters said that 
more than one election precinct in a 
ward was the proper remedy for the 
condition mentioned. 


To Limit Building Heighth. 


Judge Hillyer then offered the fol- 
lowing resolution, restricting the con- 
struction of buildings beyond a certain 
number of stories. The number was not 
stated in the resolution, b will be 
filled in by the sub-committee’ on water, 
fire and police. The resolution is as 
follows: . 

“Resolved, That the height of build- 
ings within the boundaries of the city 
of Atlanta be limited to stories of 
the inhabited or business parts of eagh 
structure, and that the committee on 
Water, fire and police be requested to 
report a section for carrying this prin- 
ciple into effect; filling the blank as to 
the number of stories, according to the 
conclusion they may reach in regard 
thereto.”’ 

Thig resolution was turned over to 
the committee on water, ‘fire and police. 
After other discussion the committee 
adjourned, without taking any action on 
the report of the committee on extend- 
ing the city limits and the rearrange- 
ment of ward lines. 

After the meeting Judge Hillyer said 
to a Constitution reporter: 

‘‘The committee téok no formal action 
bn any of the different subjects, but 
the discussion was exceedingly inter- 
esting and informatory, It appeared 
quite distinctly that many of the_prob- 
lems before the committee were chal- 
lenging the very best thought 
already brought forth, from diligent 
labor, most useful and valuable data 
for further progress toward correct 
conclusions. There was an increase of 
interest in the discussion to the very 
close. It ig to be hoped.that there will 
be a full attendance at the next meet- 
tng.” 

Many of the membefs of the committee 
expressed satisfaction at the progress 
being made by the entire committee ifn 
the work befor®g it.

' New York, February 14.—The cotton market 
cpened steacy with October 3 points lower-and 
other months unchanged to 3 points higher. 
Taken into account, the fact that Liverpoo! had 
pot fully responded to the New York s Zength of 
lest night, and that port receipts were con- 
siderably in exces. of those for the same day 
last year, early developments were very grati- 
fying to friends of the market and did much 
to mystify the bears, who had confidentiy re- 
lied upcn a lower opening and a sharp reac- 
t:on under general realizing. Soon after the 
call the whole list eased off a few points under 
weakness -in Liverpool and under rumors that 
the week-end statistics would be very bearish. 
But stubborn bull support and a scare of March 
shorts prevented any serious setback. In fact, 
later May and July climbed to 8.55, while 
March shot up rapidly, finally touching 8.75. 
when a rush to secure profits by room holders 
trcught about a reaction. A large estimate for 
tor:orrow'’s Houston receipts and heavy outside 
profit taking forced the market off later to 8.48 
for May and July. But throughout the afternoon 
@ steady uadertone prevailed, and repvatedly 
March gave evidence cf wonderful strength. 
The sersational advance in the near position 
served to frighten April and May shorts, 
with tne result that late prices gave a materia! 
tremium for those options over the July and 
more remote cpticns.

ABOUT OLIVES. 


How They Grow Seasick on the Voy- 
age to This Country. 

New York Commercial Advertiser: A 
large percentage of the olives coming to 
this country, the dealers say, suffer with 
the human malady of seasickness on 
their ocean voyage. As in the human 
being, the seasickness of the olive is the 
result of the vessel's rolling and pitching 
which in some way affegts the strength 
of the brine in which they are packed, 
and in consequence the olive turns dark 
and sick. and must be cured quickly or it 
will succumb to.the attack. 

A large tmporting house in New York 
city has Jwo expert. chemists or ‘‘doctors” 
who examine all. olives at the steamer 
dock upon their arrival. The seasick 
olives are at once taken from the brine, 
carefully washed and deposited in strong 
clean brine, which in most cases has the 
salutary effe>t desired. ‘Some olives re- 
vive and are often improved in quality’ 
The importation of olives reached 1,300,006 
gallons here last vear. 

The finest olives grown come to the 
United States. In France they eat the 
crescent olive, which is home grown. 
About 16,000 gallons of these come to this 
country, but they are considered infe- 
rior to the Spanish. In England the edi- 
ble olive is small, c p and oily. Most 
of the fine Spanish queen olives,’ which 
grow within a §0-mile radius of Seville 
and nowhere else, come to this country 
and constitute between 60 and 70 per cent 
of the entire importation. They are not 
popular in Spain, as they are deemed too 
expensive, and -the Spanish people prefer 
to ship them and obtain the money. 
The constitufion of the olive is very deli- 
eate. From the time the crop is gath- 
ered until it is finally packed in the bottle 
there is not a moment which is not 
fraught with the intensest anxiety on 
the part of all who handle the fruit. 

Some three years ago there was a 7) 
per cent advance in the price of olives 
owing to the shortage of the crop. The 
price, however, has been maintained, 
and importers believe it will remain high. 
Olives are usually imported in the bulk, 
as the duty on bottl olives is 40 per 
cent ad valorem, while in barrels there is 
a specific duty of 15 cents a gallon, which 
is much cheaper.

How a Handful of Soldiers Fooled 
General Early. 


Washington Star: “Did I ever tel) you 
how clouds of dust once saved Washing- 
ton. city from what many people believe 
would have been certain capture at the 
hands of the confederates?’ asked a 
member of the old Veterans’ Reserve 
Corps, which was ou duty at Fort Sevens 
during the war. 

“It was when the army e6f Northern 
Virginia was just outside the capital city, 
You may remember that General Early, 
who was in command of this particular 
division of the confederate forces, in 
writing to refute the statement published 
in northern papers to the effect that he 
could easily have marched into Washing- 
ton, said: ‘I knew the defenses were weak 
when I arrived, but my troops were so 
exhausted from th enforced march that 
a halt was absolutely necessary, And the 
next morning I knew, by clouds of dust, 
that reinforcements had arrived.’ 

“That dust, gentlemen, was raised by a 
few men, not exceeding one hundred, of 
the Veteran Reserve Corps. The tempo- 
rary commander of this coMpany, a stout 
man of medium height, whose name or 
rank I did not Jearn, because he wore no 
blouse or insignia, placed the men in line 
in the rear oF and between Fort Stevens 
and Fort Slocum. After making a short 
speech, in which he urged every man to 
do his best, he directed us to march down 
some distance on the grass past Fort 
Stevens. Once there he told us to break 
ranks and right about, returning in {the 
middle of the road and kicking up all [the 
dust we possibly could. 

‘We doubled on the line, marching down 
on the grass and coming back in the 
dusty road. It was a dry season, and 
we all had on broad-soled shoes. We 
made the dust fly. I tell you, and it. is no 
wonder General Early thought reinforce- 
ments by the thousands had come to the 
relief of the handful on duty at the 
forts.”

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Sometimes They Prove Very Danger- 
cus if Handled Carelessly. 
London Globe: Two fatal accidents 
having occurred from the bursting of 
shells brought home from South Africa, 
the home secretary calls the attention of 
the public to the danger and illegality of 
handling war rélics of this description. A 
shell which has been fired, and which has 
failed to explode, is usually in a very sen- 
sitive condition, and may be exploded by 
a light blow, or by the operation of screw- 
ing out the fuse. The danger is not so 
great in the case of an unfired shell or 
cartridge or quick-firing gung, but the 
opening of such shells and cartridges by 
unskilled persons is by no means free 


act, 1875, the keeping of filled shells or 
quick-firing cartridges is illegal, and the 
opening or manipulation 
sives is an offense to which a heavy pen- 
alty attaches. 

Ary persons thhaving War relics of this 
kind in his possession should at once take 
steps to relieve himself of the serious re- 
sponsibilities which he incurs by dispos- 
ing of the explosives in a safe manner. 
The best method of carrying this out its 
to drop the shell or cartridge into deep 
Water. but where this cannot be done the 
explosive might be Curied to a depth of 
8 or 10 feet in the ground at some place 
where subsequent excavation if not like- 
ly to be carried out. AS a guide to what 
relics are. and what are not, dangerous 
and illegal, it may be stated that frag- 
ments of shells and other articles, which 
could not possibly contain explosives are, 
of course, perfectly harmless. Rifle cart- 
ridges, which usually measure about 3 
inches long by about 1-2 an itnch in di- 
ameter at base, may also be safely and 
lawfully kept. 

The smaliest shell which might contain: 
explosive is that for the so-called “pom- 
pon,’ or 37-millimeter quick-firing gun. 
This is of iron, with a copper or brass 
band around it, and me s a little less 
than 11-2 inches in diameter by nearly 4 
inches long. These, as well as all larger

“The matter has been pending in doubt 
long enough, and the conclusion must he 
reached without further delay. The mat- 
ter will be laid squarely before the raii- 
road people, and we want to know, yes 
or no, whether the depot is to be built.’ 

Governor Candler is emphatic in his de- 
termination to have the matter settled, 
and the result of the conference will be 
awaited with great interest.

How- 
ever, a settlement of the question is look- 
ed for at that time, and the hope is gen- 
erally expressed that it will be favorable 
to the depot. 

All of the railroads have now replied to 
the letter of the depot commission rela- 
tive to the proposal! to build a new depot 
on the state’s property in Atlanta. 

Governor Candler has received a letter 
from President C. A. Wickersham, of the 
Atlanta and West Point railroad, saying 
that road would accept the state's depot 
proposal provided all the other roads did. 
The letter was a very brief one, merely 
announcing that conclusion. Of course it 
is wel] Known that the consent of all the 
railroads is necessary to the carrying out 
of the plan. 

This seems to put the burden of the suc- 
cess-or failure of the depot plan on the 
Southern, since all the other roads have 
practically given their assent, except that 
the Central of Georgia's reply “was some- 
what indefinite. The Central, it is gen- 
erally believed, will assent to the plan 
provided the Southern does. 

The governor has received information 
that all of the railroads will be represent- 
ed and it is expected all the members of 
the depot commission will be here.

RAILWAY NOTES. 


The New Depot. 

Railroad men were discussing yester- 
day fie conference that.is to be held next 
week between the executive officers of the 
railroads and the state depot commis- 
sion relative to the building of a new 
depot in Atlanta. Some of them were 
quite sanguine as to the result of this 
conference, while others were still in- 
clined to doubt that anything would be 
accomplished. The conference, as Was 
stated, was called at the suggestion of 
President Samuel Spencer, of the Soutn- 
ern, and it has been all alomg to the 
Southern that most of the opposition to 
the state’s depot proposal has been at- 
tributed. 

“It looks very much as 
Spencer may be willing to come around,’”’ 
remarked one railroad man, “if he can 
be shown that the state’s depot plan will 
not be to the material disadvantage of the 
Southern. I don't think the plan will be 
of any great advantage.to that system, 
but then it m%¢ht be arranged so that it 
would not suffer materially by it. We all 
want to see a new depot here, and that. 
too, just as soon as it is possible to get 
gg 

Another railroad man who spoke of the 
situation was incHned to the view that 
President Spencer might endeavor. to 
show the depot commission wherein and 
why the Southern could not afford to as- 
sent to the proposed plan. ne thought 
it clear that there was not enough room 
on the proposed site for the growing 
railroad business of Atlanta, and ex- 
pressed the opinion_that the Southern 
should he allowed to bufd the depot it 
proposed to put up between Mitchell and 
Forsyth streets. 


The Wickersham Rumor. 

Some of the railroad men are inclined 
to discredit the rumor that President 
c. A. Wickersham, of the Atlanta and 
West Point, is to be anade general man- 
ager of the Southern railway, with head- 
quarters at Washington. The rumor has 
been quite persistent during the last few 
and is still one of the interesting 
subjects of gossip in railroad circles, 
fhough it has been denied. 

“It may true,’’ remarked 
Known railroad man yesterday, “that 
Mr. Wickersham has been considered in 
connection with the general manager- 
ship of the Southern, and it is indeed 
possible that he may be selected for that 
place. Railroad men here, as a rule, how- 
ever, are inclined to doubt it for the 
reason that the Southern has generally 
held to a policy’ of promoting good men, 
and it has a number of good men in 
charge of its divisions from whom, no 
doubt, one could be selected to fill the 
bill. There are division superintendents 
on the Southern who are handling all the 
way from 300 to 700 miles of track, and if 
the Southern is in need of a general man- 
ager, it certainly seems it could find a 
good man right on its system. Mr. Wick- 
ersham is. of course, an able railroad 
man, one of the very best in the south, 
and my only comment is that it would 
seem the Southern, in pursuit of a gen- 
eral ponecy, would prefer to promote one 
of its own men. However, I may be 
wrong.’’
